It's a “brand new ballgame” in the Grand Canyon State, brought to you by local 
ownership and a legendary head coach who has never had a losing season as a 
pro. 

It's the "New" Arizona Wranglers, a charter member of the United States Football 
League and a franchise that's received a facelift that would make Hollywood 
envious. 

The date was September 30, 1983, and the event was Dr. Edward B. Diethrich's 
purchase of the Arizona Wranglers from former owner Jim Joseph. Dr. Diethrich, 
founder and director of the Arizona Heart Institute, is an internationally-respected 
cardiovascular surgeon who on that fall day performed what may have been his 
greatest operation to date. 

Because of the Doctor's steady hand, strong negotiating skills and his deter- 
mination to bring Arizona's pro football fans only the very best in pigskin enter- 
tainment, he was able to transplant his 1983 playoff-qualifying Chicago Blitz team, 
complete with coaching giant George Allen, to the Valley of the Sun, injecting new 
life and enthusiasm into the area's professional sports picture. 

Just who are the “New” Wranglers? As you scan this book for information about 
the team, keep in mind a few things: 
®@ The “New" Wranglers are owned by Dr. Edward (Ted) B. Diethrich, who is joined 

in his financial control of the team by general partner Willard (Bill) V. Harris. 
® The “New" Wranglers are coached by a perennial winner and a giant of the 

game, George Allen, who also serves as Chairman of the Board of the franchise. 
® The “New” Wranglers finished at 12-6 last season as the Chicago Blitz. 

# On Coach Allen's roster at season's end were no less than eight All-USFL 
players, including the Leaque’s Outstanding Receiver (WA Trumaine Johnson) 
and the Outstanding Lineman of the Year (DT Kit Lathrop). 

® The “New” Wranglers have made improvements on their roster during the 1983 
offseason, adding former NFL vets such as OG David Huffman (Minnesota 
Vikings), OC Gerry Sullivan (Cleveland Browns), SS Bruce Laird (San Diego 
Chargers), DT Wilbur Young (San Diego Chargers) and others. 

® The “New” Wranglers will win in 1984. As Coach Allen states on a radio com- 
mercial that has been making the preseason rounds locally, “We aren't gonna’

Dr. Ted Diethrich is three parts perfectionist and one part street fighter — give 
or take a few parts. 

“No matter what you do," he said earnestly, "you're out to win, | can't stand to 
lose. It really upsets me.” 

That is why the words “losing” and “Diethrich" are diametrically opposed. 

It's also why, after one of the most difficult transactions in the history of sports, 
the Chicago Blitz football team he owned last year will do United States Football 
League business henceforth as the Arizona Wranglers. 

It's why he emerged from having his medical reputation unfairly soiled during a 
mid-1970's battle with a small but prominent faction of the local medical estab- 
lishment with an out-of-court settlement for over a half-million dollars and the 
directorship of the respected Arizona Heart Institute. 

It's why Diethrich, who trained under famed heart surgeon Michael DeBakey in 
Houston before coming to Phoenix in 1971, had the drive to become an interna- 
tional leader in cardiovascular surgery, not to mention a forerunner in the design 
of surgical instruments. 

And, of course, it's why he's a thoroughly successful businessman, which is 
how he accumulated the resources to own a professional football team. 

As a young resident in Michigan, he teamed with Dick Sarns, his next-door 
neighbor and an engineer, to build an oxygenator he had designed in theory for 
use on heart-lung machines. 

Today, Sarns Co., in which Diethrich no longer holds an interest, is among the 
nation’s biggest suppliers of medical instruments and heart-lung machines. 

Diethrich also designed the sternal saw, a saw used to cut the sternum, which 
is still used in most heart operations. 

“| was trying to develop a saw for neurosurgery, but it didn't work," Diethrich 
recalled. "So | decided to try it on the chest during surgery and it worked perfectly," 

In conjunction with Codman Instrument Co. in Boston, he designed the Diethrich 
Coronary Kit commonly used in heart surgery. 
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A casual conversation several years ago with Honeywell engineer Marty Wilcox, 
concerning the benefits of ultra-sound machines as a diagnostic tool, led to new 
designs and the formation of ADR (Advance Diagnostic Research). 

The company soon was the nation's largest manufacturer of ultra-sound equip- 
ment and was sold to Squibb Co,, in a multi-million dollar transaction approximately 
four months before Diethrich’s entrance into pro football. 

Diethrich, who lives on an average of five hours of sleep per night, has also 
found time to author 160 scientific publications and six technical books, not to 
mention “Heart Test,” a book recently published for the lay public. 

Exactly who is this well-tanned, dashing young (48) doctor who never seems 
to be out of place, whether it's in the operating theater, the business world or under 
a floppy white hat on the sidelines at a football game? 

His opponents — and many exist — say he's flamboyant, moody, stubborn, 
egotistical — a Type A personality. 

His proponents use words like “phenomenal,” “extraordinary,” “brilliant,” “witty,” 
and "dynamic." 

Some say he's all of the above. 

"| have a very different perception of myself than others do,” Diethrich said, 
voice drifting with thought. 

Flamboyant? The man does own a Ferrari, hardly your typical suburban vehicle. 

"I'm not flamboyant," he said. “That's a misconception. When | need to be 
visible to accomplish something | believe is important, | make myself visible. People 
confuse that with being flamboyant. I'm not usually visible socially. | spend most 
of my free time with my family. 


"The Ferrari was a gift from a patient in Italy. I've had it for four years and I've 
put about 13,000 miles on it. | rarely drive it." 

Egotistical? 

“| have a lot of confidence in myself and in my abilities,” he said, confidently of 
course. “When people exude confidence, it's sometimes misinterpreted as being 
egotistical. 

“I've been told | expect too much of myself. That I'm too critical of myself. {'m 
usually the first one to criticize myself. 

"But | do strive for perfection. | have no use for mediocrity and sloppiness,” 
Diethrich continued. "Yes, I'm pretty happy — but | can be awfully unhappy when 
things aren't going like | want.” 

One might think this man who “has it made” is the product of a silver-spoon 
upbringing, but nothing could be farther from the truth. 

“Actually, we were kind of poor," said Diethrich, who played football, basketball 
and ran track during his high school days. "I've always worked, | don’t know any 
other way. | went right from high school graduation into summer school at the 
University of Michigan," 

Diethrich was a victim of tunnel vision, His sights were set on becoming a doctor, 
a goal that perhaps stemmed from his mother's career as a nurse. Typically, he 
never wavered from the goal. 
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During his collegiate days he worked at St. Joseph's Hospital in Ann Arbor, 
holding down such jobs as an orderly and scrub nurse before advancing to teaching 
scrub nursing and working in the research laboratory. 

Diethrich remains an ardent believer in athletics and much of what leisure time 
he has is spent skiing, jogging and playing racquet sports. But it took just one trip 
to the Michigan practice field to end any serious thoughts he harbored about playing 
collegiate football. 

“| had a chance to go to Yale and play football (halfback) and basketball (guard). 
But because of illness in the family | stayed close to home and went to Michigan,” 
he recalled. 

“| still had thoughts of playing football at Michigan until | went down to see the 
freshman team ... the size of those guys ... | grabbed my trumpet and spent 
three years in the marching band.” 

The scope of Diethrich’s past accomplishments and his personality each indicate 
he hasn't entered the world of pro football just to have a hobby. 

“This football thing is like another job," he said. “It's a business that has to be 
run properly.” 

“My goal is to make the Arizona Wranglers Arizona's team, the way the Dallas 
Cowboys are Texas’ team. | want to see everybody be enthusiastic and support 
it, to cheer when we win and cry when we lose. 

“Down the road, | want people to think of Arizona and this team. We're not going 
to win a championship every year, nobody can. But if the organization has re- 
spectability and credibility, it will be something the people can be proud of." 
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WILLARD V. (Bill) HARRIS, Jr. 
Exec. V.P. & General Partner 


A builder and developer in Southern California, and a major shareholder in 
several building-related contracting and manufacturing companies, Willard V. (Bill) 
Harris joins Dr. Edward B, Diethrich for a second season of involvement in the 
ownership of the Chicago Blitz-turned-Arizona Wranglers franchise. 

“| am delighted to be involved with this franchise in this state,” commented 
Harris during the September 30 press conference to announce Dr. Diethrich's 
purchase of the Wranglers. “Our experience in Chicago was both rewarding and 
frustrating. In Arizona, however, we are anxious to get to work in bringing the fans 
of this state a winning program they can be proud of for many years to come." 

In Harris, Dr. Diethrich has ample support from a one-time football player for 
Coach George Allen while schooling at Whittier College in Southern California. At 
Whittier, Harris majored in chemistry and received the American Chemical Society 
Achievement Award as a senior. In order to pursue a career in general contracting, 
he declined a fellowship offer from the Atomic Energy Commission in Ames, lowa. 

A community-minded philanthropist, Harris today is a member of the Board of 
Trustees of both Whittier College and the University of LaVerne. He has been 
active in the City of Hope for many years and in 1979 he and his wife, Harriet, 
dedicated the Nuclear Medical Wing to the City of Hope in Duarte, Calif. An avid 
sports enthusiast since childhood, Harris was recently appointed (1981) to a four- 
year term as Special Advisor to the President's Council on Physical Fitness & 
Sports, a council chaired by the Wranglers’ Coach George Allen. 

Ironically, Harris can now count involvement in three different USFL franchises, 
Prior to the negotiations in 1982 with Dr. Diethrich that led to his financial support 
of the Blitz, Harris had purchased the Denver Gold. However, upon dealing with 
Dr. Diethrich, and Coach Allen's subsequent involvement, Harris turned his pro 
football interests in the direction of the Windy City, interests which have most 
recently been rechanneled in the Grand Canyon State.

G. BRUCE ALLEN, GM 


The Wranglers have double the football ammunition

foe iF A 27-year-old whose tireless efforts have resulted in 
. Y the signings of many USFL talents, GM Allen carries with 


him heady credentials. His trip into pro sports manage- 

ment began with a head coaching stint at Occidental 
College in Los Angeles in 1979. At 22, he became the youngest field boss in 
NCAA history. 

Three years later, in July of 1982, as a 25-year-old, he became the youngest 
general manager in major professional football, taking the reins of the Chicago 
Blitz. As Coach Allen will quickly point out, the on-field successes enjoyed by last 
season's Blitz would not have been possible without the younger Allen's uncanny 
ability to attract top-notch player talent. 

Drafted by the NFL's Baltimore Colts in 1978, Bruce Allen lettered three years 
at the University of Richmond (1975-77), handling the punting chores for the 
Spiders and producing a career average of 39.8 yards on 202 punts. He spurned 
the Colts’ interest in his booting ability and travelled to the Valley of the Sun that 
year to hook on with Arizona State's Sun Devils as an assistant coach on Frank 
Kush's staff. In 1979, Allen accepted the coaching post at Occidental before claim: 
ing title to head coach and general manager responsibilities with the Los Angeles 
Thunderbolts of the old California League in 1980. That same season he also 
served the Oakland Raiders in a scauting capacity. 

Prior to his hitch with the Blitz-turned-Wranglers, GM Allen teamed with Coach 
and Bill Harris (now a member of the Wranglers’ ownership) in an exploration of 
ownership possibilities with the Canadian Football League's Montreal franchise. 
However, much to the delight of the USFL, the partnership subsequently redirected 
its energies, aiming successful sights on Chicagoland and the Blitz. 

Holder of a Bachelor's degree in business management, GM Allen and his wife, 
Peggy, live near Squaw Peak in Phoenix. 


CLYDE W. GIBSON, VP of Admin. 


A 1972 graduate of Loyola (B.S., accounting), Clyde 
Gibson's background includes a four-year tour of duty 
with the NFL's Los Angeles Rams (1977-80) where he 
served that team as corporate controller-treasurer. After 
the 1980 season, Gibson left the Rams to begin a private 
endeavor, serving as owner and operator of Green Oak 
Estate Planning in Santa Ana, Calif. 

One of Dr. Diethrich's first staff additions in Arizona, 
and a native of Southern California, he is involved in the day-to-day operation of 
the Wranglers and is also active in the club's many dealings with corporate spon- 
sors in Arizona. 

He and his wife, Patricia, have two daughters, Whitney Beth and Lindsay Brooke, 
and live in the Camelback area of Phoenix.

Chuck Lane brings nearly two decades of professional 
sports management experience to the Arizona Wran- 
glers in his capacity of vice president. 

A graduate of Washington & Lee University (1963, B.A., 
English), he is responsible for the direction of the Wran- 
glers' local corporate involvement and the establishment 
of the team's new downtown “Quarterback Club." 

Lane began a career in sports in 1963, assisting in the promotion of the Harlem 
Globetrotters from his base in Minneapolis. In 1966 he accepted a PR. assignment 
with the NFL's Green Bay Packers, a tour of duty that spanned 14 years, a pair 
of world championships and an association with some of football's greatest names. 

Most recently, the Twin Cities native served two years as sports information 
and marketing director at the University of Wisconsin in Green Bay prior to joining 
the Wranglers in December, 1983. 

Lane maintains a residence on the shore of Green Bay and is an outdoors 
enthusiast who enjoys wildlife rehabilitation and has raised large numbers of ra- 
coons for the past three years.

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GEORGE H. ALLEN 
Chairman of the Board 
& Head Coach 


There are very few men in the history of professional football who can lay claim 
to the accomplishments fashioned by Wranglers chairman of the board and head 
coach George Allen. He has — as they are prone to say — seen it all and done 
it all. 

A native of Grosse Pointe Woods, Mich., Coach Allen's storied career in football 
spans four decades and has earned him a reputation as a perennial winner, a 
master of detail and a builder of successful programs. 

He brings to Arizona 13 seasons of professional head coaching expertise. He 
is the only head coach in the history of professional football to have won more 
than 100 games without once suffering through a losing campaign. He enters the 
1984 USFL season with an overall head coaching report of 128-53-5 — a sparkling 
winning percentage of 70.2 — fashioned over a dozen NFL campaigns and last 
season's 12-6 effort in Chicago with the USFL's Blitz. 

A meticulous organizer who still puts in as much as 18 hours daily in preparation 
for challenges ahead, Coach got his first coaching assignment as an athletic 
adjutant with the Navy at Farragut, Idaho, in 1945, Wearing the coaching cap for 
two seasons there, Coach Allen rallied his men to base championships in bas- 
ketball, baseball and softball. 

Following his discharge from the Navy, Coach Allen enrolled at the University 
of Michigan in the fall of 1946. Graduation from the Ann Arbor campus came in 
1947, after Coach Allen received his master’s in physical education. He authored 
his thesis under Bennie Oosterbaan, who was to replace Fritz Crisler as football 
coach at Michigan in 1948. The thesis was titled “A Study of Outstanding Football 
Coaches' Attitudes and Practices in Scouting,” was 118 pages in text, included 
23 items in the bibliography, 176 pages of appendices and countless diagrams 
and charts. lt was an early indicator of the would-be coach's attention to detail 
and precision. 

Following his graduation from Michigan, Coach Allen assisted in the Wolverines’ 
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track coaching duties while sending out coaching teelers to some 628 schools. 
He received back offers from three schools — Case Tech in Cleveland, Trinity 
College in Connecticut and Morningside College in Sioux City, lowa. 

Coach Allen selected Morningside College, His reasoning was simple — “They 
hadn't won a conference game in two years.” Al Morningside, Coach Allen began 
the metamorphsis of a football program from a losing proposition to a 15-12-2 
competitor over three seasons. In his first campaign at the Sioux City institution, 
Coach Allen directed a pair of winning conference tests and counted eight con- 
ference victories upon his departure three seasons after accepting the assignment. 

While coaching at Morningside College, Coach Allen met Etty Lumbroso, a 
Tunis-born Frenchwoman whose father was a wine importer in Tunisia. So taken 
by her beauty and charm, Coach Allen later flew to Tunis to propose marriage 
and the two were wed in Sioux City in May, 1951. They were a perfect combination 
of versatility — while Coach was well-versed in the intricacies of the many sports 
he had coached, Etty speaks six languages, including English, French, Spanish, 
ltalian, Arabic and some Latin, 

In 1951, Coach Allen accepted the head coaching position at Whittier College 
in Southern California. In his second season, historically always his most suc- 
cessful, Coach Allen directed the Poets to the Southern California Intercollegiate 
Athletic Conference title, boasting a 9-1 overall record. The Poets’ lone loss of the 
season was lo a heavily-favored Air Force that barely escaped with a 21-20 win. 

Six seasons of work at Whittier produced a record of 32-22-5 and recognition 
from the boys who steered professional football, In 1957, Coach Allen served as 
the offensive end coach for Sid Gillman's Los Angeles Rams. In 1958, he moved 
on to accept a coaching assignment with “Papa Bear” George Halas’ Chicago 
Bears. It was an assignment that lasted eight seasons. 

Coach Allen took over the head responsibilities for the Bears’ defensive unit in 
1963. It was in Chicago that the experts" stood up and took notice of the Coach's 
genius. In his first season as defensive mentor in the Windy City, the Bears marched 
to the NFL title game vs. the New York Giants where they picked off five Y.A. Tittle 
aerials and laid claim to the championship with a 14-10 victory. After the game, 
Coach Allen was presented the game ball by an emotional Bears team. 

But, Coach Allen had already given Bears management a glimpse of what they 
could expect from his efforts. He had also served as the team director of player 
personnel, guiding successive Rookie-of-the-Year drafts in 1961 (TE Mike Ditka) 
and 1962 (RB Ronnie Bull). More than half of the Chicago championship team of 
1963 was signed by Coach Allen. 

Coach Allen had proved his worth in the realm of pro football and it was a 
disagreeable Bears team that watched as he left the Windy City for a return to 
the Rams, this time as the head coach, in 1966. 

His first season as an NFL field general set the tone — Coach took a Rams 
team that hadn't experienced a winning season in seven seasons and turned it 
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into an 8-6 contender. In Season 2, the Rams copped the old Coastal Division 
title and their 11-1-2 mark tied for the loop's best performance that season (Bal- 
timore also posted an 11-1-2 slate). In addition, Coach Allen's 1967 Rams scored 
more points (398) than any other team in the league, while allowing fewer points 
(196) than any of their NFL counterparts. 

In short, Coach Allen was a tremendous success in Las Angeles. !n his five 
seasons (1966-70) with the Rams, he posted an overall mark of 49-17-4, led the 
team to a divisional title and a pair of tickets to postseason playoff action. 

In 1971, Coach Allen took over the coaching duties in the nation's capital, 
inheriting a Washington Redskins unit that hadn't been to the playoffs in 25 years 
since winning the NFL championship, ironically enough, against the Los Angeles 
Rams in 1945. The Redskins, too, had managed just one winning season (1969) 
in their previous 15 campaigns. 

Coach Allen turned that around dramatically. After a 9-4-1 showing in 1971, the 
Skins’ second season under Coach Allen resulted in a trip to Super Bowl VII, a 
title bout vs. the perfect Miami Dolphins. A loss to Don Shula’s Dolphins didn't 
tarnish the season's accomplishments in D.C., nor did it linger long enough to 
take away from Coach Allen's future successes in that city with that franchise, In 
seven seasons at the helm, Coach directed an overall 67-30-1 record, won one 
divisional title while sharing another pair and took five trips to the playoffs. 

In his next to last campaign with the Skins in 1976, Coach Allen's defensemen 
accomplished a feat no one since has equalled in NFL competition, It is a feat in 
which the Coach takes a great deal of pride. At the end of the ‘76 season, the 
Skins' defense had held their opponents to a measley 41.2 pass completion per- 
centage. 

Since rebuilding the Los Angeles and Washington franchises, Coach Allen was 
out of football for five seasons until the call came from Dr. Edward B. Diethrich, 
president and owner of the Chicago Blitz, on June 21, 1982. However, those years 
away from the field were spent writing books and articles, providing color com- 
mentary for CBS-TV's NFL coverage and serving as national chairman for Pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter's Summer Jobs for Needy Youth program. 

Following President Ronald Reagan's election, Coach Allen was appointed by 
the President to serve as chairman of the President's Council on Physical Fitness 
and Sports, a position he holds with great pride and dedication today. 

He has called his direction of the Chicago Blitz in 1983 his greatest challenge 
and the one from which he has derived the greatest satisfaction. Together with 
his son, Bruce, and a hand-picked coaching staff, Coach Allen molded a 12-6 
playoff-qualifying team for the Windy City fans. It was a team that included no less 
than eight All-USFL selections at season's end. It was a team that scored more 
points (456) than any other USFL team and it was a team that boasted the loop's 
top-rated defense. 

Coach Allen enters his 14th season of head coaching on the professional level 
in 1984 in Arizona. He takes the field with the same enthusiasm, the same intensity, 
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the same goals he carried with him the first time he was given such a responsibility. 
He has had successes no others in the history of the game can claim. Coach 
Allen is a “winner” in the strictest sense of the word. 

Coach Allen and Etty have four children, George, who last November won a 
seat in the Virginia House of Delegates; Gregory; Bruce, the Wrangler's general 
manager and Jennifer,

In 1984 is Roman Gabriel, one of the greatest signal 

callers in the history of the pro game. 

A four-time Pro Bowler (1967, 1968, 1969 and 1973), 

Gabriel boasts 16 seasons of NFL experience, including 

| > five seasons as Coach Allen's offensive captain with the 

Los Angeles Rams (1966-70). Following his first round 

selection by the Rams in the 1962 NFL draft, Gabriel 

spent 11 seasons in Southern California before being dealt to the Philadelphia 
Eagles where he played another five NFL campaigns (1973-77). 

Still the holder of more than a few club and league records, Gabriel was selected 
the NFL's MVP in 1973 and was voted the loop's Comeback-Player-of-the-Year 
as well. The native of Wilmington, N.C., copped the above honors for a league- 
leading 270-for-460 passing report (58.7 percent) and 3,219 aerial yards. In ad- 
dition, Gabriel rocketed 23 TD tosses. 

More recently, following a three-season head coaching stint at Cal Poly Pomona 
(1980-82), Gabriel masterminded the offensive efforts of last season's Boston 
Breakers (since relocated to New Orleans). As offensive coordinator forhead coach 
Dick Coury's Breakers, Gabriel pieced together a preseason puzzle and turned it 
into the USFL's second most potent passing attack. 

A former All-America at North Carolina State, Gabriel has the enviable task of 
working with a roster of quarterbacks in Coach Allen's stable who started a com- 
bined 43 games last season, completed over 56 percent of their passes, threw 
for 47 TDs and 23,604 yards (over 12 miles!). 

Gabriel, who raises Arabian horses as a hobby, lives in nearby Gilbert with his 
wife, Lisa, and three-year-old daughter, Amber Noel. 


PETE KETTELA 
Receivers Coach 


Working with the Arizona Wranglers’ fine corps of re- 
ceivers in 1984 is receivers mentor Pete Kettela, a native 
' of Buffalo, N.Y. 
A one-time Little All-America (1960) while quarter- 
backing the University of California-Riverside squad to 
= an undefeated season, Kettela forged some strong cre- 
dentials as a three-sport letterwinner in college. He was 
selected the school's Athlete of the Year in his senior 
campaign and upon graduation immediately accepted an assistant coaching post 
at his alma mater. He next spent four years in high school and college coaching 
slots before returning to Cal-Riverside in 1965 to take over the head coaching 
reins of the Highlanders. 
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Kettela spent five seasons at Riverside and in 1970 moved to Cal-Santa Barbara 
where he coached for a single season before accepting offensive coordinator duties 
at the University of the Pacific in 1971. One year later, Kettela hooked up with 
Stanford University, catching a five-year ride that netted sparkling results. Kettela 
produced a pair of pass grabbers who went on to earn instant pro success, Wide 
receivers James Lofton (Green Bay Packers) and Tony Hill (Dallas Cowboys) 
played at Stanford under Kettela's watchful eye before entering the NFL ranks 
where they both earned All-Pro cudos in their rookie seasons. Kettela’s shaping 
of the Stanford receiving corps resulted in one of the most explosive passing 
games in college football history. 

Following his success on the "Farm" in Palo Alto, Kettela moved just minutes 
south to San Jose State University where he assumed offensive coordinator re- 
sponsibilities for one season, 1977. 

Kettela’s ticket to the pros was offered by the Green Bay Packers in 1978 and 
for two seasons he served as a scout for Coach Bart Starr's Pack. He then moved 
to the coaching area on Starr's staff as a special assistant coach on offense and 
also coordinated the scouting efforts for the 1981 football season. In 1982 Pete 
Kettela became an assistant coach responsible for the Green Bay offensive back- 
field. 

Kettela fashioned an even 4-4 record with the Eskimos in Edmonton last season 
before falling to interoffice turmoil that resulted in his dismissal. He now lives in 
nearby Mesa with wife, Jill, and their poodle, Tiny. 


BOB LORD 
Special Teams Coach 


Wranglers Coach Bob Lord is a special man. He is the 
man Coach Allen has selected to tutor the team's special 
teams in 1984. 

Lord, 53, has coached on every level of football and 
most recently served the New York Giants of the NFL 
as offensive backfield coach, joining the Gotham side in 
1979 and serving four seasons before joining the Wran- 
glers. 

His coaching start came following a four-letter stint at Colorado State where he 
was a runningback and safety for the Rams from 1954-57. Accepting season-long 
assistant coaching assignments at Springfield (1958) and Wesleyan (1959), Lord 
developed his coaching sense and landed his first head coaching job at North 
Park College. Following three seasons at North Park (1960-63), Lord moved on 
to Macalester College where he served as field general for that school from 1964 
through the 1965 season. 

Lord next returned to assistant coaching responsibilities and held spots at Wake 
Forest (1966-68), Appalachian State (1969-71) and Massachusetts (1972-73) 
before accepting a pro assignment in 1974 with the Chicago Bears. With the Bears, 
Lord directed the team's special teams development and also worked with the 
linebackers. The following season witnessed his move to the Green Bay Packers 
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where he spent two campaigns (1975 and 1976) as the Pack’s special team mentor. 
In 1977 and 1978, Lord turned his coaching attention to the Green Bay offensive 
backfield. 

A veteran of the Korean War who served a four-year tour of duty with the Army, 
Lord now calls the Valley of the Sun his home. 


JOHN PAYNE 
Offensive Line Coach 
i ‘ 
Nearly 30 years of football experience stand out on 
cae the resume of Wranglers O-Line chief John Payne. In 
) ae almost three decades Payne has coached on every level 


of the game — high school, college and professional. 
A 1956 graduate of Oklahoma State where he lettered 
four seasons as a center and linebacker, Payne was one 
of the best, claiming All-Missouri Valley honors twice 
(1953-54), an All-America honorable mention (1953) 
and a trip to the 1954 Blue-Gray All-Star tilt. 

After a successful eight-year prep coaching stint, Payne made a few stops before 
entering the pro coaching fraternity. First was an NAIA title in 1962 at Oklahoma 
Central State College where he served as defensive coordinator two seasons, 
1962-63. After one season (1964) at Oklahoma State, Payne journeyed to the 
Rockies where he worked three seasons (1965-67) as the offensive coordinator 
at Brigham Young. 

In 1968 Payne jumped into the pros, landing assistant duties with the Edmonton 
Eskimos of the Canadian Football League. Following the ‘69 CFL season, Payne 
was wooed by the Winnipeg Blue Bombers (1970, assistant) before hitching a six- 
season stint with the Saskatchewan Roughriders (1971-76). Payne worked the 
first two seasons as the Riders’ assistant coach and gathered the head coaching 
reins prior to the start of the 1973 season. In ‘73, the Riders led the CFL in victories 
and fought through to the Western Conference title match before losing to the 
B.C. Lions. It was the first of four straight playoff teams that Payne would coach 
in Saskatchewan. His final Rider team claimed the Western Conference title and 
appeared in the '76 Grey Cup vs. Ottawa. 

In 1977 Payne joined the NFL's Detroit Lions as the team’s assistant coach. 
His one-season stay was halted by a head coaching call from the Hamilton Tiger 
Cats of the CFL, a three-year deal that resulted in Cat playoff trips each season. 

As a head coach on the pro level, Coach Payne has fashioned a 59-51-2 regular 
season record. 

Most recently, Payne returned to the college ranks as the offensive coordinator 
at Texas Christian (1981—82) before accepting the call from Coach Allen to assist 
with the Chicago Blitz coaching chores. 

Payne and his wife Dorthy have four children and live in nearby Paradise Valley. 
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DONALD “Deek” POLLARD 
Secondary Coach 


= Deek Pollard has gone from better to best in joining 
4 the "new" Wranglers in 1984 after spending the 1983 
al season with the USFL's Denver Gold. 

As the Gold's secondary mentor, Pollard tutored a pair 
of All-USFL DBs in CB David Martin and S David Du- 
mars. With Coach Allen's Wranglers, Pollard now over- 

t sees the further development of last season's leading 
aerial bandits, 

A native of Roodhouse, Ill., Pollard’s pro coaching background includes a pair 
of seasons with the New York Giants (1979-80) where he directed the team's 
DBs. Prior to his stint with the Giants, Pollard fashioned a long and successful 
coaching career on the college level. 

Pollard's first collegiate coaching assignment was at Western Illinois (1972-73) 
where he had played on that school’s only undefeated team (1960). After a pair 
of seasons at WIU, Pollard gathered the secondary coaching reins at Florida State 
(1974-75). His step into the pros with the Giants came after a three-season 
paycheck at Oklahoma State (1976-78). While with the Cowboys, Pollard served 
as defensive coordinator while also coaching the school's D-backs. 

Pollard and wife Brenda reside in the Valley and have two children, Dana (21) 
and Bronna (18). 


JOHN TEERLINCK 
Defensive Line Coach 


John Teerlinck, who joined Coach Allen's Chicago Blitz 
early in that franchise's history, is a native of Chicagoland 
who has found success on all levels of football — high 
school, college and pro. 

Following a prep stint at Fenwick High School where 
he twice earned All-Catholic League recognition for 
his play on both sides of the line (he played as an 
OT, as well as a DT), Teerlinck lettered three seasons 
(1971-73) at Western Illinois University. It was as a senior defensive tackle in 
1973 that Teerlinck garnered All-America honors, catching a third team ride with 
Associated Press. 

Selected in the fifth round of the NFL draft in 1974 by the San Diego Chargers, 
DT Teerlinck earned a starting position along head coach Tommy Prothro's front 
line as a rookie. However, Teerlinck’s pro career was cut short after only four 
seasons because of recurring knee problems. 

Teerlinck began a six-year stint as a college coach in 1977, hooking defensive 
coordinator's responsibilities at lowa Lakes Junior College in Esterville. The fol- 
lowing two seasons (1978-79) witnessed defensive line coach chores at Eastern 
Illinois University. While at EIU. Teerlinck and the Panthers fought their way to the 
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1978 NCAA Division II national title. Coach T also worked with four Panthers- 
turned-NFL linemen during his stay at the Charleston, Ill., institution. 

Prior to joining the Blitz in the Windy City, Teerlinck worked three seasons for 
Coach Mike White's Fighting Illini at Illinois. As D-line director, Coach Teerlinck 
developed a pair of prospective All-America tackles in RT Mark Butkus and LT 
Don Thorp, both participants in last season's Rose Bow! clash with UCLA's Bruins. 

Coach T, 32, and wife Sue have three children and now make their home in the 
Valley of the Sun. 


RAY WIETECHA 
Offensive Backfield Coach 


A pro's pro, Coach Ray Wietecha brings to the Arizona 
Wranglers over 20 years of coaching experience, all 
gained on the pro level. Add to that 10 seasons as an 
offensive center for the New York Giants, and the Wran- 
glers’ offensive backfield appears to be in good, strong 
%; A hands. 

= A native of East Chicago, Ind., Wietecha first estab- 

lished himself among football circles as a prepster at East 

Chicago Roosevelt High where he played along the offensive line for that school's 

state championship in 1945. He followed up his high school playing career with a 
three-season stint at Northwestern (1948-50). 

Upon graduation from Northwestern, Wietecha turned his attention to the U.S. 
Marine Corps and a three-year hitch (1951-53) as a captain. Once removed from 
the service, Wietecha quickly began a 10-season career as the OC for the New 
York Giants (1953-62). Four times he earned Pro Bowl recognition (1955, 1958, 
1960 and 1962) and he played on five championship teams with the Giants. 

Following his pro career as a player, Wietecha made the transition to the sideline, 
accepting an assistant slot with the 1963 Los Angeles Rams. He served the Rams 
for two seasons before moving on to Green Bay where he served the Packers as 
O-line mentor during the team’s “Golden Years" (1965-70). 

In 1971, Wietecha returned to the New York Giants to serve the team as offensive 
line coach. He remained with the Giants through the end of the 1977 season before 
accepting a coaching assignment with the Buffalo Bills in 1978. He remained with 
the Bills for two seasons and took a position with the Baltimore Colts in 1980. He 
worked two seasons with the Colts before answering Coach Allen's call to help 
build the first-year Chicago Blitz in July, 1982. 

With the Blitz last season, Wietecha directed the Blitz' offensive backfield, an 
area where the team boasted two 1,000-yard rushers by season's end. 

Married, Wietecha and his wife, Joan, have four children. 
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ED BUCKLEY 
Director of Pro Scouting 


One of the true veterans on Coach Allen's staff, “Cap- 
tain" Ed Buckley brings 37 full years of football experi- 
ence to the Wranglers in 1984. 

Acollegian at Harvard (1938-42), “Buck” earned nine 
athletic letters during his stay, three each in football, bas- 
ketball and baseball. Living at Winthrop House during 
his sophomore year, Buckley roomed with John F. Ken- 
nedy and became fast friends with the man who would 
later become President of the United States. 

Following his graduation from Harvard, Buckley entered the Marine Corps, rose 
to rank of captain and served three-and-a-half years, taking part in seven Pacific 
campaigns and receiving the Purple Heart. 

Once out of the Marines, Buckley embarked on a career in football that would 
lead him to amazing successes. In 16 seasons as a high school mentor in Mas- 
sachusetts and Chicago, Buckley compiled a record of 186-36, including 11 un- 
defeated seasons. His St. Rita High team of 1963, gained notoriety as the best 
prep team in the nation. 

Buckley later turned his attention to the pros, and he can claim paychecks from 
four different pro loops — the AFL, CFL, NFL and USFL., After serving as a member 
of a scouting combine for Commissioner Al Davis and his AFL teams in the 60's, 
Buckley first worked for Coach Allen in 1977 with the Washington Redskins. He 
also sports a Super Bowl IV championship ring, earned while scouting for the 
Kansas City Chiefs the year of their 23-7 pasting of the Minnesota Vikings in that 
loop's title game. 

Prior to joining Coach Allen's Chicago Blitz staff last season, Buckley was living 
in Anaheim, Calif., where he worked as a game scout for the NFL's eastern teams 
and evaluated pro personnel. He now lives in nearby Ahwatukee with his wife, 
Marian. The Buckleys have seven children and 11 grandchildren. 


STATISTICAL NOTES 
SCOREBOARD TALLIES — In 1983 the Chicago Blitz scored in all but 16 of 
the 72-quarters of the first year loop's 18-game regular season. That figures into 
a 78 percent chance of lighting up the scoreboard in any quarter, The offensive 
unit also scored in the two overtime periods. Defensively, Coach Allen's troops 
shut out their opponents in 35 quarters (51.3 percent) and in both overtime periods. 
WIDE MARGINS — The “New” Wranglers earned the USFL's scoring record 


for the "Biggest Victory Margin" on April 2 with a 42-3 spanking of the Tampa Bay 
Bandits. The Michigan Panthers rate second behind the Wranglers’ 39-point margin 
with a 36-point victory over the same Bandits, 43-7 on May 30. 

HIGH POINT — The “New" Wranglers boast two of the USFL's top six scores 
from 1983 with their 42 point showing against the Bandits and 38 point performance 
against the L.A. Express on May 1. 
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MIKE McCARTHY 
Director of College Scouting 


Mike McCarthy was the first member of the Chicago 
Blitz football operation to be hired by Coach Allen, joining 
the team in July, 1982. 

A native of Rome, N.Y., McCarthy's responsibilities 
on the football staff include player personnel matters, as 
well as the responsibility for the organization of Coach 
Allen's on-going free agent tryout camps. 

McCarthy brings to the Wranglers an extensive back- 
ground in coaching and scouting, including a head coaching assignment for Barry 
Switzer's JV squad at the University of Oklahoma (1977-78). His stint with the 
Sooners came one year following his graduation from Southwestern College (B.S., 
health, phys ed and education) and was during the time he attended OU as a 
graduate student. 

Following his service to Switzer, McCarthy accepted a scouting slot with the 
NFL's New England Patriots in 1978 and three years later, in 1981, he accepted 
assistant line coaching and conditioning responsibilities at Brown University. 

An All-KCAC linebacker for the mighty Moundbuilders in Winfield, KS (three 
hours southwest of Ottawa), McCarthy and wife Robin have a one-year-old daugh- 
ter, Tara, and live in the Valley. 


WARREN ANDERSON 
Strength & Conditioning 


Warren Anderson is the man the Wranglers turn to for 
direction in the players’ strength and conditioning efforts 
and the Rockford, lil., native enters his second season 
under Coach Allen in that capacity in 1984. 

A former offensive lineman at the University of Illinois 
where he received his B.A. in physical education and 
health (1979), Anderson holds a master degree in ex- 
ercise physiology from Southern Illinois University. 

Anderson's coaching credentials include a two-year stint at Evansville (1978— 
79) where he served as strength and conditioning mentor while also coaching the 
O-line. He later coached for three seasons at Southern Illinois (1980-82, strength 
and conditioning and assistant offensive line coach) before answering Coach Al- 
len’s call prior to the start of the USFL's first season. 

Anderson accepted a free agent tryout invite from the Denver Broncos of the 
NFL prior to his joining last season's Blitz and now resides in Phoenix.

The Wranglers have a pair of pros in the training ranks in '84, relying on Jim 
Hammond and Hal Wyatt to get the players ready to play each week. 

Hammond worked 14 seasons for the NFL's San Diego Chargers prior to joining 
Coach Allen's Blitz staff last season in the Windy City. A trainer for the '68 Hula 
Bowl, '80 NFL Pro Bow! and for Coach Allen's 1981 Olympia Gold Bowl, Hammond 
earned a B.S. in physical education from Southwestern College in Chula Vista, 
Calif. and is working on a special Major Master Plan at San Diego State and 
Hawaii. 

While Hammond claims 14 seasons of NFL work, Wyatt worked six seasons 
for the San Francisco 49ers and sports a Super Bowl! ring from the team’s 1981 
season.

CHESTER R. SIMMONS, 
COMMISSIONER 


The career experience and qualifications that Chester 
R. "Chet" Simmons brings to his new position as Com- 
missioner of the United States Football League could be 
referred to as “the state of the art." 

Whereas other leaders of the leagues in the various 
professional sports come from backgrounds in public re- 
lations or law or actual participation in the sport they 
administer, Simmons, in an era dominated by television, 
brings to the USFL a career in sports television that has spanned four decades. 

His background also includes a lot of "building from the ground up,” experience 
immediately applicable to the tremendous job of launching the USFL's inaugural 
season. 

Just prior to accepting the challenge of guiding the USFL through its infancy, 
Simmons was president and chief executive officer of ESPN, where his ability to 
build, organize, and manage an all-new entity was a prime factor in ESPN's now 
being recognized as the most successful organization of its kind. 

From 1977 to 1979, Simmons was president of NBC Sports, where he had 
served as a major sports executive since 1964. During that period his capacity 
for organizing new enterprises resulted in the network's strong coverage of base- 
ball, basketball, and many other sports, as well as football. 

He was also a major contributor to the development of the successful Sports 
World" show and highly-instrumental in securing the 1980 Summer Olympics for 
the network. 

Simmons began his television career in 1957 when he joined Sports Programs, 
Inc., which soon developed into the ABC-TV unit responsible for that network's 
sports programming. 

Thus, the USFL becomes the second professional football league with which 
Simmons has been directly involved. While with ABC-TV, he was instrumental in 
the development of the television package when the American Footbal) League 
made its debut. 

He continued to work with the AFL when he moved to NBC, and that association 
is recognized as having been extremely important to the AFL's survival through 
its early years and into its eventual merger with the National Footbal) League. 

Simmons was born in New York City and raised in Ossining, N.Y., and Pawtucket, 
R.|. An alumnus of the University of Alabama, he did his graduate work in radio 
and television at Boston University. He and his wife, Harriet, have four children 
and live in Cos Cob, Conn.

® The USFL announced its formation on May 11, 1982, at a press conference in 
New York City. 

® Chester R. "Chet" Simmons was announced as Commissioner of the USFL on 
June 14, 1983. 

® Comprised of 12 charter franchises and six expansion teams (to begin play in 
1984), the USFL kicks off its second season the weekend of February 25-26. 

® USFL expansion franchises in 1984: Houston Gamblers, Jacksonville Bulls, 
Memphis Showboats, Oklahoma Outlaws, Pittsburgh Maulers, San Antonio 
Gunslingers. 

® The USFL averaged close to 25,000 in-stadium fans during its 108-game regular 
Season in 1983. For its three playoff games, the League averaged 42,276. 

® The USFL has signed top college players, including Trumaine Johnson, Tim 
Spencer, Kelvin Bryant, Herschel Walker, Craig James, Anthony Carter and Irv 
Eatman. NFL vets who donned USFL garb in 1983 include Stan White, Joe 
Ehrmann, Luther Bradley, Frank Corral, Chuck Fusina, Raymond Chester, Ray 
Pinney, David Tipton and Jim Smith. 

® More NFL standouts will be making the switch to the USFL in the future: RB 
Joe Cribbs (Birmingham in 1984), QB Doug Williams (Oklahoma in 1984), FS

Dan Ross (New Orleans in 1985) and WR Chris Collinsworth (Tampa Bay in

MAKING A NAME FOR THEMSELVES 


While the USFL struggled for an identity in its first season, a look back to the 
early days of the NFL provides some consolation 

From 1919 to 1929, the NFL had franchises in such “cities as Duluth (Minn.), 
Pottsville (Pa.), Racine (Wisc.) and Rock Island (lll.). Some of the big names of 
that era were halfback Fred Chicken, kicker Fats Henry and the passing combi- 
nation of Shorty Miller to Heinie Miller. End Knute Rockne played side by side 
with tackle Jim Cheetah for the Massillon Tigers. 

Jim Thorpe, who played for the NFL's Cleveland Indians in 1921, recruited a 
team of Indians called the “Oorangs" in 1922 to play for the Marion (Ohio) club. 


The Oorang roster included ends Arrowhead, Deer Slayer and Black Bear, quart- 
erback Hippo Broker, backs Reginald Attache, Xavier Downwind and Laughing 
Gas, tackles Red Fang and Deadeye and guard Wrinkle Meat. The Oorang Indians 
disbanded after two seasons. 

They weren't exactly household names, bul the Oorangs played a major role in 
the development of the NFL. Perhaps some day USFL fans will look back at 
Washington's Big T Loia and New Orleans’ Junior Ah-You and smile. 
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SA REALIGNMENT 


NEW ALIGNMENT & PLAYOFF FORMAT 

United States Footbal] League ownership approved a new divisional alignment 
and playoff format for the 1984 season on October 24, 1983. The League's 18 
teams will be divided into two conferences, Eastern and Western. Nine teams 
comprise each conference, with a 5-team and 4-team division in each. 

The 1984 regular season will open on February 26. The 18-game schedule will 
conclude June 24, The USFL will have two weekends of playoffs, numbering eight 
entrants, concluding with the Championship Game on July 15. The 1984 USFL 
Championship Game has been awarded to Tampa Bay and its 72,000-seat Tampa 
Stadium, The 1985 USFL Championship Game will be played in the Pontiac 
Silverdome. 

The two division winners in each conference, plus two wild cards from each 
conference, qualify for the playoffs, The division winner with the best conference 
record will host the 4th place team (second wild card) in the conference. The other 
division winner in the conference hosts the 3rd place team (first wild card). The 
two remaining teams play for the conference championship and the two conference 
champions meet for the USFL Championship.

Wrightman to a multi-year deal in August of '82 , . . Coach Allen's Windy City entry 
was also the first team in the USFL to trade for the rights to a player, dealing with 
the Boston Breakers for a chance to talk with QB Greg Landry . . . Tricky maneu- 
vering by the Blitz led to a pair of first round draft picks, a luxury no other USFL 
club enjoyed in 1983 .. , Consequently, the Blitz was the lone USFL team to sign 
both first round draft choices, getting signatures from RB Tim Spencer and WR 
Trumaine Johnson .., The greatest coup of the season was the Blitz’s signing of 
All-America OG Tom Thayer (Notre Dame) just hours BEFORE the NFL's Chicago 
Bears made him a fourth round draft pick... The Blitz and Coach Allen corralled 
the first NFL free agent to make the switch to the USFL, signing veteran OLB Stan 
White to a multi-year pact the first week of February.
